recited in the rejected claims. Schmidt contains no teaching or suggestion to combine an 
antibody with a labeled oligopeptide as recited in claim 1 or in claim 21. Thus, Schmidt does not 
support a prima facie case that claim 21 or claims 1, 5, 8-10, 14-16, 28, 30, 35-37, 43, or 44 are 
obvious. 

The cited combination of references does not teach or suggest the claimed composition. 
Thus, the Office Action has not established a prima facie case of obviousness. Applicant 
respectfully requests withdrawal of the rejection.
